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1 INTRODUCTION 


This paper provides an overview of Victorian labour force statistics 
and an introduction to regional data to coincide with the release of the first 
issue of the quarterly publication The Labour Force, Victorian Regions (6202.2). 


2 BACKGROUND 
2.1 The Labour Force, Victoria (6201.2) 


Victorian labour force statistics, which are derived from the 
Australian Bureau of Statistics (ABS) Monthly Population Survey have been 
published since August 1978 in the publication The Labour Force, Victoria 
(6201.2) (monthly). This publication contains disaggregations of labour force 
characteristics (for example, age, sex, marital status, and birthplace) at a 
State level and in some tables a Melbourne Statistical Division (MSD)/Rest of 
Victoria (ROV) level. This publication will continue to be produced on a 
monthly basis. However, the industry and occupation tables published in the 
February, May, August, and November issues will no longer appear in that 
publication. Instead, these data and some of the MSD/ROV dissection of data 
will be included in The Labour Force, Victorian Regions (6202.2). 


2.2 The Labour Force, Victorian Regions (6202.2) 


Labour force statistics are now further disaggregated to a regional 
level and are published for the February, May, August, and November quarters 
each year in the publication The Labour Force, Victorian Regions (6202.2). 


This publication contains data for eleven separate regions: seven 
from the Melbourne Statistical Division and four from the Rest of Victoria. The 
MSD regions are amalgamations of local government areas while the 
ex-metropolitan regions are amalgamations of statistical divisions. Subject to 
the need for a minimum population size of 250,000 and the Monthly Population 
Survey sampling constraints, the boundaries of the MSD regions approximate as 
closely as possible to the boundaries of the State Government Planning Regions. 
The names of the regions with their component local government areas can be 
found in Appendix A. The location of each of these regions can be seen on the 
Maps at the end of this publication. 


Data to be published for each region include civilian labour force 
status by age and sex, and number of employed persons by industry and 
occupation. 


3 METHODOLOGY AND DEFINITIONS 
3.1 Monthly Population Survey 


Each year the ABS undertakes a programme of population surveys in 
which data are collected on a wide range of topics by interviews with members of 
a sample of households. One of these population surveys is known as the Monthly 
Population Survey, which has two components: 


(a) the monthly labour force survey which provides detailed information on a 
range of labour force data including employment, unemployment, and persons 
not in the labour force, and 


(b) in most months, the collection of data on a particular topic, as a 
supplement to the monthly labour force survey interview.

The Monthly Population Survey is conducted by ABS interviewers and is 
based on a multi-stage area sample of private dwellings (houses, flats, etc.) 
and non-private dwellings (hotels, motels, hostels, etc.). This sample is 
designed to produce estimates of labour force characteristics at the Australian, 
State and regional levels and covers about one-half of one per cent of the 
Victorian population. 


3.2 Use of benchmarks 


National and State labour force survey estimates are calculated in 
such a way as to add up to the independently estimated distribution of the 
population aged 15 years and over by age and sex. This use of benchmarks in 
estimation compensates for underenumeration in the survey and leads to more 
reliable estimates. Since regular independent estimates of the population are 
not available at the regional level the State benchmarks were used to produce 
regional estimates. This methodology assumes a common pattern of 
underenumeration at the regional level and also ensures that regional estimates 
add to State totals. 


3.3 Scope of survey 


All persons aged 15 years and over are included in the survey except: 
members of the permanent defence forces; certain diplomatic personnel of 
overseaS governments, customarily excluded from census and estimated 
populations; overseas visitors holidaying in Australia; and members of 
non-Australian defence forces (and their dependants) stationed in Australia. 


3.4 Definitions 


The labour force category to which a person is assigned depends on his 
or her actual activity (i.e. whether working, looking for work, etc.) during the 
survey week. The definitions conform closely to the standard definitions 
recommended by the International Labour Organisation. 


Employed persons comprise all those aged 15 years and over who, during the 
survey week: 


(a) worked for one hour or more for pay, profit, commission, or payment in kind 
in a’ job or business or on a farm (including employees, employers, and 
self-employed persons); or 


(b) worked for 15 hours or more without pay in a family business or on a farm 
(i.e. unpaid family helper); or 


(c) were employees who had a job but were not at work and were: on paid leave; 
on leave without pay for less than four weeks up to the end of the survey 
week; stood down without pay because of bad weather or plant breakdown at 
their place of employment for less than four weeks, up to the end of the 
survey week; on strike or locked out; on workers' compensation and expected 
to be returning to their job; or receiving wages or salary while 
undertaking full-time study; or 


(d) were employers or self-employed persons who had a job, business, or farm, 
but were not at work. 
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Unemployed persons are those 15 years and over who were not employed during the 
survey week and: 


(a) had actively looked for full-time or part-time work at any time in the four 
weeks up to the end of the survey week and were: 


(i) available for work in the survey week, or would have been available 
except for temporary illness (i.e. lasting for less than four weeks to 
the end of the survey week); or 


(ii) waiting to start a new job within four weeks from the end of the 
survey week and would have started in the survey week if the job had 
been available then; or 


(b) were waiting to be called back to a full-time or part-time job from which 
they had been stood down without pay for less than four weeks up to the end 
of the survey week (including the whole of the survey week) for reasons 
other than bad weather or plant breakdown. 


The labour force comprises all persons who, during the survey week, were 
employed or unemployed, as defined above. 


Persons not in the labour force are those aged 15 years and over who, during the 
survey week, were not in the categories ‘employed’ or ‘unemployed’. 


The unemployment rate is the number of unemployed in each group as a percentage 
of the labour force in the same group. 


The participation rate is the labour force in each group as a percentage of the 
Civilian population aged 15 years and over in the same group. 


Full-time workers are those who usually work 35 hours a week or more and others 
who, although usually part-time workers, worked 35 hours or more during the 
survey week. 


Part-time workers are those who usually work less than 35 hours a week and who 
did so during the survey week. When recording hours of work, fractions of an 
hour are disregarded. 


Hours of work. The figures of aggregate hours and average hours refer to actual 
hours worked during the survey week, not hours paid for. The figures may be 
affected by public holidays, leave, absenteeism; tempcrary absence from work due 
to sickness, injury, accident, or industrial disputes; and stoppages of work due 
to bad weather, plant breakdown, etc. When hours of work are recorded, 
fractions of an hour are disregarded and this results in slightly lower figures 
than would be the case if actual time worked was recorded. Persons stood down 
for the whole of the survey week without pay because of bad weather or plant 
breakdown at their place of employment are regarded as employed and therefore 
are included (working no hours) in the calculation of average hours worked. 
Persons stood down in the survey week for reasons other than bad weather and 
plant breakdown and waiting to be called back to their job are regarded as 
unemployed and are therefore excluded from the calculations. 


Marital status. In the labour force survey, persons are classified as married 
or not married. Marital status is determined from information supplied by the 
respondent about the individual himself or herself and, where the person was 
reported as being married, about the living arrangements of persons usually 
resident in the household. Marital status does not therefore necessarily 
reflect legal status. Persons are classified as ‘married' if they are reported 
as being married (including de facto) and their spouse was a usual resident of 
the household at the time of the survey. The ‘not married' category includes 
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persons who have never married, or are separated, widowed or divorced, as well 
as those who, although reported as being married, did not have a spouse who 
usually lived in the household. Persons who live in a de facto relationship but 
do not volunteer this information when asked whether they are married are 
classified as ‘not married'. 


Average (mean) duration of unemployment is the duration obtained by dividing the 
aggregate number of weeks a group has been unemployed by the number of persons 
in that group. 


Median duration of unemployment is the duration which divides unemployed persons 
into two equal groups: one, comprising persons whose duration of unemployment 
is above the median, and the other, persons whose duration is below it. 


Classification of industry and occupation. Industry is classified according to 
the Australian Standard Industrial Classification (ASIC), 1978 and occupation 
according to the Classification and Classified List of Occupations, Revised June 
1981. 


4 RELIABILITY OF ESTIMATES 
4.1 Standard error 


The figures contained in Victorian labour force publications are 
estimates based on a sample of 7,500 households in Victoria. These estimates 
may differ from the figures that would have been produced if all households in 
Victoria had been sampled. One measure of the reliability of an estimate is 
known as its ‘standard error'. 


There are about two chances in three (a 67 per cent chance) that an 
estimate will differ by less than one standard error from the figure that would 
have been obtained if all households had been included in the survey. There are 
about nineteen chances in twenty (a 95 per cent chance) that the difference will 
be less than two standard errors. 


Estimates below 4,000 are excluded from Victorian labour force 
publications (and are replaced with an * ) because they are subject to high 
standard errors relative to the size of the estimate. Although figures for 
these small components can in some cases be derived by subtraction they should 
not be regarded as reliable. 


4.2 Standard errors of estimates 


Standard errors of estimates are given (for each region) at the end of 
this section. Readers should note that the standard errors for Melbourne 
Statistical Division and Rest of Victoria are approximately the same as for 
Victoria as a whole. An example of the calculation and use of standard errors 
is given below: 


In October 1984 there were an estimated 203,100 persons employed full-time 
in the Western Melbourne labour force region. Referring to Table A an 
estimate of 200,000 has a standard error of 5,800 in the Western Melbourne 
labour force region. 


There are therefore two chances in three that the number that would have 
been produced if all households had been included in the survey lies 
between 203,100 - 5,800 = 197,300 and 203,100 + 5,800 = 208,900. There are 
nineteen chances in twenty that the number lies between 203,100 - (2x5,800) 
= 191,500 and 203,100 + (2x5,800) = 214,700. 
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4.3 Standard errors of estimates of month to month movements 


The movement in the level of an estimate from month to month is also 
subject to error. The standard error of this movement is dependent on the size 
of the estimates rather than the size of the movement. Standard errors of 
estimates of month to month movements are given (for each region) at the end of 
this section. An example of the calculation and use of standard errors of 
estimates of month to month movements is given below: 


In November 1984 there were an estimated 202,400 persons employed full-time 
in the Inner Eastern Melbourne labour force region, an increase of 5,200 on 
the October 1984 estimate of 197,200. Referring to Table B an estimate of 
200,000 has a month to month movement standard error of 3,000 in the Inner 
Eastern Melbourne labour force region. 


There are therefore two chances in three that the month to month movement 
that would have been produced if all households had been included in the 
sample lies between 5,200 - 3,000 = 2,200 and 5,200 + 3,000 = 8,200. There 
are nineteen chances in twenty that the number lies between 5,200 - 
(2x3,000) = — 800 and 5,200 + (2x3,000) = 11,200. 


The smaller the population in a region the smaller the sample in that 
region and therefore the survey estimates will be less reliable. This means 
that the ABS is only able to publish broad level regional statistics. Users of 
the regional data will find difficulties in monitoring month to month changes in 
the statistics because any such changes in employment and unemployment could 
generally be explained by the size of the standard errors for the region. 
Regional labour force statistics should mainly be seen as providing regularly 
updated information on the levels of employment and unemployment within a 
region. 


4.4 Relative standard error 


A standard error expressed as a percentage of the estimate is known as 
a ‘relative standard error'. For example, if an estimate of unemployment of 
5,000 persons has a standard error of 1,000 then that estimate has a relative 
standard error of 1,000 x 100 = 20%. 
5,000 


The reliability of an estimated percentage or rate (for example, 
unemployment rate), calculated using sample data for both numerator and 
denominator, depends upon the size of both the numerator and denominator. 
However, the relative standard error of the estimated percentage or rate will 
generally be slightly lower than the relative standard error of the estimate of 
the numerator. 


For example, an unemployment rate is calculated by dividing the number 
of unemployed in a group by the number in the labour force in the same group. 
Continuing the above example, if the number of unemployed was 5,000 and the 
estimated number in the labour force was 50,000 the unemployment rate would be 
5,000 
50,000 
20% x 10% = 28%. 


x 100 = 10%. The standard error of this estimate will be approximately 


There are therefore approximately two chances in three that the 
unemployment rate that would have been produced if all households had been 
included in the sample lies between 8% and 12%. There are approximately 
nineteen chances in twenty that the rate lies between 6% and 14%. © 


4.5 Other information 


The standard errors cf estimates relating to agricultural employment 
are generally somewhat higher than the standard errors of other estimates of the 
same magnitude. 


The relative standard errors of aggregate hours worked, average hours 
worked, average duration of unemployment, and median duration of unemployment 
are obtained by first finding the relative standard error of the estimate of the 
total number of persons contributing to the estimate and then multiplying the 
figure so obtained by the following factors: 


Rggregate hours worked:1.2 

Average hours worked:0.5 

Average duration of unemployment:1.5 
Median duration of unemployment:2.0. 


For example, if the 5,000 unemployed in the previous example have an average 
duration of unemployment of 15 weeks, then the relative standard error of this 
estimate is approximately 1.5 x 20% = 30%. The standard error of this estimate 
is then approximately 30% of 15 weeks = 4.5 weeks. 


The error introduced by using a sample of households rather than 
surveying every household is known as 'sampling error'. Other types of error 
may affect the reliability of estimates such as errors in reporting by 
respondents, errors made in recording and coding the data, and errors made in 
processing. Errors of this kind are referred to as ‘non-sampling errors' and 
may occur in any enumeration whether it be a full count or a sample. The ABS 
makes every effort to reduce such errors. 


For more information on sample design, estimation procedure, and 
reliability of the estimates for current and earlier surveys, reference should 
be made to the ‘Technical Note' in The Labour Force, Australia, 1978 (6204.0).
